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Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same Invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894)- In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F 2d 438 164 
USPQ 61 9 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

Claims 1-32 and 39-65 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of claims 1-32 and 39-65 of copending Application 
No. 10/058,462. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judldally created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman 1 1 
F.3d 1 046, 29 USPQ2d 201 0 (Fed. Cir. 1 993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington. 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double ' 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .1 30(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comolv with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 33-38 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 33-38 of 
copending Application No. 10/058,462. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
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they are not patentably distinct from each other because are directed to the same 
limitations. The only difference is claim 33 of the instant application is an independent 
claim where as claim 33 of the copending application is dependent upon claim 1 . 

Claims 1-65 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 13-14 and 21-22 
of copending Application No. 10/058,380 and 09/996,629 respectively. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because both are directed to methods of automated sample handling. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claims 48-65 as originally submitted have been renumbered as 47-64. Claim 39 
as submitted in the 11/08/02 amendment has been renumbered as claim 65. 

Specification 

The preliminary amendments to the specification on page 1 are incomplete 
because the serial numbers to the application titled "System and method for treatment 
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of samples on solid supports" and "System and method for dispensing solution to a 
multi-well container" have not been supplied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 47-48 (formerly 48-49) are dependent upon non-existent claim. For the 
purposes of examination, it will be assumed these claims are dependent upon claim 46. 

Claim 50 is directed to structural limitations and does not further limit the claimed 
method. 

Claims 54 and 56 are vague and indefinite as to what method is being 
performed and what is intended by "creep" and "bumping" respectively. For the 
purposes of examination, these method steps will be assumed as selection of the 
proper speed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-42,44-45,49,52-54,56 and 58-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being clearly anticipated by Yaremko et al. (USP 5,578,269). 

Yaremko et al. teach a method of processing samples using glass beads as a 
solid support. Samples are automatically loaded into bar coded cuvettes until the

centrifuge is full. Heating means is supplied to incubate the sample/reagent if 
necessary. A computer and associated controller controls this automated process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sicill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 43, 54 and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yaremko et al. (USP 5,578,269). 
See Yaremko et al. 

Yaremko et al. is silent to the use of vacuum pumps to reduce the pressure in the 
centrifugation chamber and the speeds of the centrifuge. 

The court decided In re Boesch (205 USPQ 215) that optimization of a result 
effective variable is ordinarily within the skill of the art. A result effective variable is one 
that has predictable and well-known results. The use of a vacuum has the well-known 
and predictable iresult of reducing the air molecules in a container and thus reducing the 
resultant drag and amount of power needed to turn the centrifuge. Selection of the 
speed of rotation of the centrifuge has the well-known and expected result of inaeasing 
or decreasing the centrifugal force and sedimentation of the sample. 

It would have been within the skill of the art to modify Yaremko et al. and pull a 
vacuum in the centrifugation chamber to reduce the amount of resistance inside the 
chamber and lower the power consumption as optimization of a result effective variable. 
Further, it would have been within the skill of the art to modify Yaremko et al. and use 
centrifugation speeds of 20-30 and up to 800 rpm as optimization of a result effective 
variable to gain the well known effects of sedimenting the desired components of the 
sample. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 46 and 50-51 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 47-48, if dependent upon claim 46, would be allowable if rewritten to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
